The  wheat  outturn,  placed  at  220,460,000  bushels,  was  slightly  above  the 
average  and  somewhat 'large'r  than  expected  prior  to  the  recent  improvement 
in  weather  conditions,  but  was  about  26  percent  below  the  revised  1940-41 
estimate  of  299,458,000  bushels-     ^ith  the  surplus  for  export  or  carry-- 
over on  December  1  placed  at  129  million  bushels,  a  total  supply  of 
nearl?/  350  million  bushels  will  be  available  for  the  new  1942  season  as 
compared  with  about'  320  million  bushels  for  19.41.     If  domestic  consump- 
tion does  not'  exceed,  that  of  1941,  estimated  at  nearly  103  million  bush- 
els, Argentina  will  have  nearly  250  million  bushels  of  wheat  for  export 
in  the  new  season  as  compared  with  actual  shipments  in  1941  of  less  than 
90  million  bushels. 

Rye  production  continued  the  marked  reduction  experienced  in 
1940-41  and,  placed  at  7.5  million  bushels,'  was  about  15  percent  below 
the  average  for  the  previous  5  years.     Barley  was  reduced  by  about  45 
percent  to  less  than  20  million  bushels  but  was  only  about  4  million 
bushels  below  average.     The  crop  of  oats  harvested  this  year  showed  less 
decline  from  that  of  1940-41  than,  the  other  grains  but  was  nearly  30 
percent  below  the  average  of  1935-36  to  1933-40.

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CANADIAN  FIELD  CROPS  DECLINE  IN  V'\LUE 
LARGELY  BECAUSE  OF  REDUCED  WHEAT  CROP  ... 

The  first  estimate  of  the  farm  value  of  1941  field-crop  production 
in  Canada  was  placed  about  33  million  dollars  (Canadian)  below  the  re- 
vised estimate  for  1940,  according  to  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics. 
The  marked  reduction  in  wheat  production  contributed  largely  to  the  de- 
cline in  total  crop  value.     The  values  of  all  other  1941  crops,  except 
buckwheat,  grain    hay,  and  sugar  beets,  were  increased,  partly  as  a  re- 
sult of  higher  prices  received  and  partly  because  of  expanded  production. 
It  should  be  pointed  out,  however,  that  the  estimates  are  preliminary, 
based  on  average  prices  received  by  farmers  up  to  November '30  and  do  not 
represent  cash  income  received  from  sales  but  the  gross  value  of  farm 
production. 

All  the  decline  in  total  values  occurred  this  year  in  the  Provinces 
of  Alberta,  British  Columbia,  and  Saskatchewan,  since  they  were  increased 
in  the  other  Provinces.     The  greatest  percentage  gain  was  in  Montana,  36 
percent;  but  the  actual  increase  was  larger  in  Ontario,  amounting  to 
$24,000,000.     In  Quebec,  the  combined  value  of  all  crops  was  placed  at 
about  $115,000,000  as  against  only  $95,000,000  in  1940,  an  increase  of 
21  percent.     Values  in  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan,  on  the  other  hand,  were 
reduced  by  about  one-third  as  compared  with  1940.

The  value  of  the  1941  wheat  crop  was  estimated  at  only  $160,953,000 
as  compared  with  $267,620,000  in  1940  and  $282,151,000  in  1939,  indicat- 
ing an  average  price  per  bushel  of  53  cents,  1  cent  more  than  in  1940 
and  1  cent  less  than  in  1939.     In  the  three  Prairie  Provinces,  which  ac- 
count for  about  95  percent  of  the  total  Canadian  crop,  wheat  production 
was  valued  at  $141,680,000  as  against  $270,770,000  in  1940.     The  average 
price  per  "bushel  was  52  cents  in  Manitoba,  51  cents  in  Saskatchewan,  and 
48  cents  in  Alberta  as  compared  with  53,  53,  and  49  cents  respectively, 
in  1940. 


DSN MARK  HARVESTS  ANOTHER 
SMALL  GRAIN  CROP  .   .  . 

The  1941  grain  production  of  Denmark  totaled  about  6  percent  less 
than  the  small  1940  harvest,  according  to  preliminary  estimates  received 
in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.  Rye  was  the  only  crop 
tnat  was  materially  larger,  and  the  increase  amounted  to  only  11  percent 
in  spite  of  a  39-percent  increase  in  acreage.  The  wheat  harvest  was  not 
greatly  different  from  that  of  last  year  but  was  less  than  half  as  large 
as  the  1939  crop.  A  marked  reduction  in  acreage  occurred  in  both  this 
year  and  last,  but  yields  were  also  reduced. 

The  production  of  feed  grains  was  below  that  of  1940  but  was  not 
so  greatly  reduced  from  that  of  1939  as  in  the  case  of  wheat.  Barley 
was  placed  at  about  42.5  million  bushels  and  oats  at  51  million  as  com- 
pared with  53  and  62  million  bushels,  respectively,  in  1940.  Other 
grains,  mostly  maslin .  totaled  about  2.4  million  bushels  as  compared 
with  2.8  million  in  both  1940  and  1939. 

The  combined  production  of  all  grains  amounted  to  3,042,000  short 
tons  as  compared  with  3,247,000  and  3,622,000  short  tons,  respectively, 
in  1940  and  1939.     The  area  devoted  to  these  crops  was  increased  to 
3,262,000  acres  for  1941  from  3,138,000  in  1940,  as  compared  with  a  more 
normal  acreage  in  1939  of  3,397,000  acres,  but  unfavorable  weather  was 
experienced  in  much  of  northwestern  Europe  this  past  growing  season. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  war  in  Europe,  Denmark  was  dependent 
upon  imports  for  nearly  half  of  its  wheat  requirements,  about  40  per- 
cent of  its  rye,  and  all  of  its  corn  needs.     It  produced,  however, 
practically  all  the  oats  needed  and  was  a  small  net  exporter  of  barley. 
Corn  imports  averaged  around  20  million  bushels  during  the  late  20' s 
and  early  30' s  but  just  prior  to  the  present  conflict  had  been  reduced 
to  an  average  of  about  15  million  bushels.    Even  with  the  present 
rationing  system  and  the  decline  in  livestock  that  has  occurred  during 
the  war,  it  appears  that  grain  supplies  for  the  current  season  are 
below  domestic  needs.

Burma  continues  to  be  the  world's  largest  rice  exporting  country 
and  for  the  first  10  months  (January- -Oct  oh  or)  of  this  year  exports  were 
about  20  percent,  or  1  billion  pounds  larger  than  for  the  corresponding 
period  in  19-10*     Increased  shipments  this  5rear  have  been  made  to  the 
United  Kingdom,  Jrpan,  China,  rlong  Kong,  and  British  Malaya.  Shipments 
to  India  have  declined,  primarily  on  account  of  the  high  prices  being 
paid  for  Busman  rice  this  year.    Prices  in  Rangoon  have  continued  an 
upward  trend  and  at  the  end  of  October  were  §1.78  per  100  pounds  com- 
pared with  SI. 36  a  year  ago.     The  quantity  of  rice  available  for  export 
early  in  November  was  placed  at  670  million  pounds  and  at  that  time  it 
was  expected  that  stocks  would  be  exhausted  before  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Argentine  Government  on  November  15  announced  that  it  would 
purchase  the  entire  new  crop,  the  price  to  be  the  same  as  it  guaranteed 
to  pay  the  farmers  a  year  ago,  9.25  pesos  per  100  kilograms  (69.5  cents 
per  bushel)  for  No.  2  grade  delivered  at  Suenos  Aires.     The  Government 
on  December  11  announced  that  the  export  price  was  established  at  13.80 
pesos  per  100  kilograms  ($1,04, per  bushel).     It  is  understood  that  the 
Government  desires  to  dispose  of  old-crop  flaxseed  before  selling  the 
new  harvest .

Storage  facilities  in  Argentina  are  already  completely  filled  with 
flaxseed  and  wheat.     In  fact,  large  quantities  of  flaxseed  are  stored  in 
the  open,  covered  only  with  canvas  or  tin  roofs.    It  is  reported  that 
most  of  the  old  crop  is  well-stored  and  is  in  good  condition  -  possibly 
not  more  than  25  percent  would  grade  "below  ITo.  2. 

Argentina1 s  domestic  utilization  amounts  to  approximately  8 
million  bushels  annually.     Seed  requirements  are  about  6„5  million  bush- 
els.    Crushing  of  flaxseed  is  increasing  but  is  still  insignificant, 
amounting  to  only  a  little  over  1  million  bushels  annually. 

Argentine  exports  have  been  substantially  reduced  by  the  war  in 
Europe,  and  are  expected  to  continue  on  a  reduced  level  as  long  as  the 
war  lasts.     Some  increased  demand  from  the  United  Kingdom  may  occur 
during  this  coming  year  on  account  of  the  reported  poor  prospects  for 
the  new  Indian  crop.

EGYPTIAN  COTTON  CROP  LOWER  THAN  LAST  YEAR  ... 

The  second  official  estimate  places  Egypt's  1941  cotton  crop 
at  1,540,000  "bales  (of  478  pounds)  against  a  first  estimate  of 
1,647,000  bales  and  a  final  estimate  for  1940  of  1,900,000  bales, ac- 
cording to  information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural 
Relations.     The  smaller  crop  was  attributed  to  an  acreage  reduction 
required  by  a  law  enacted  on  February  22,   1941,  that  prohibited  the 
planting  to  cotton  in  1941  of  any  land  then  planted  to  winter  crops  of 
beans,  lentils,  helba,  flax,  and  barley.     The  effects  of  insufficient 
water  supply,   smaller  available  quantities  of  chemical  fertilizers, and 
periods  of  unfavorable  weather  during  the  growing  season  were  offset 
by  an  exceptionally  light  attack  of  cotton  leaf  worms  and  the  insigni- 
ficant damage  done  by  pink  boll  worms.    Picking  was  virtually  completed 
in  all  parts  of  Egypt  by  the  end  of  October.    Only  333,000  bales  had 
been  ginned,  however,  and  the  proportion  of  high  grade  cotton  was  15 
to  20  percent  less  than  in  1940. 

The  British  Government,  as  previously  reported,  has  agreed  to 
purchase  at  last  year's  schedule  of  prices,  half  of  Egypt's  1942  cotton 
crop  without  consideration  for  anything  above  a  total  production  of 
1,036,000  bales.     The  Egyptian  Government  will  purchase  the  remaining 
half  at  prices  about  1.67  cents  per  pound  above  the  British  schedule 
and  will  pay  to  producers  the  difference  on  cotton  purchased  by  the 
British.     Individuals  may  still  export  their  cotton  to  allied  or  neutral 
destinations  if  they  wish.     The  British  Government  again  guarantees 
a  return  to  Egyptian  growers  of  50  percent  of  any  profits  accruing 
from  resale  of  the  cotton  purchased  but  will  absorb  all  losses  that 
may  be  incurred. 

In  further  compliance  with  the  Anglo-Egyptian  agreement,  a 
1942  cotton  acreage- reduction  law  was  enacted  about  September  25, 
1941,   limiting  the  cultivation  of  cotton  in  Upper  Egypt  to  23  percent 
of  cultivable  land  and  in  Lower  Egypt  to  27  percent.     This  measure 
is  expected  to  reduce  the  1942  acreage  to  approximately  80  percent 
of  the  1,749,000  acres  planted  in  1940.     Growers  are  urged  by  Govern- 
ment officials  and  cotton  organizations  to  divert  cotton  land  to 
other  crops.     In  this  connection,  the  Government  issued  a  decree  law 
on  October  30,  1941,  offering  a  bounty  of  2  Egyptian  pounds  per  fed- 
dan  ($7.95  per  acre)  in  Upper  Egypt  and  1.5  pounds  ($5.96)  in  Lower 
Egypt  to  farmers  diverting  cotton  land  to  the  cultivation  of  wheat, 
barley,   and  beans.     The  areas  concerned  must  have  been  authorized  to 
be  planted  to  cotton  under  a  law  enacted  earlier  in  October.

COTTON  CROP  I N  I  PAN  SLIGHTLY  LOWER  .  .  ;■ 

Unofficial  estimates  place  the  .  1941  cotton  production  in  Iran  at 
208,;000  bales  (of  478  pounds)  or  slightly  less  than  last  year's  crop  of 
231,000  bales.     Government  plans  to  increase  acreage  by  10  percent  in 
each  of  the  5  years  beginning  with  1941  were  handicapped  this  year  by 
insufficient  winter  rains  and  exceptionally  cold  weather  in  the  middle 
of  April.    Acreage  planted  was  increased  from  about  495,000  acres  in 
1940  to -618,000  acre' s,  but  poor  yields  prevented  a 'proportionate  in- 
crease in  production..'    Government  aid  to  growers  includes  an  advance  of 
not  more  than  400  rials  per  hectare  ($3.60  per  acre)  of  cotton  planted. 

.  Cotton  .exports vduringrthe  .year  ended  March  20,   1940,  totaled 
96,700  bales,  which  was  destined -for  Germany,  Japan,  Rumania,  and 
Italy;     The  respective  quantities  to  each  were  43, 900,.  "40,400,  10,000, 
and  2,400  bales.    Exports  during  the  9  months  ended  December  22,'  1940, 
amounted  to  only  33,300  bales  compared  with  59,000  for  the  correspond- 
ing period  in  1939.     Shipments  to  European  countries  were  limited  by 
transportation  difficulties  early -  in  1941,-  and  ceased  entirely  after 
the  outbreak  of  Russo-German  hostilities  and  the  institution  of  a 
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pro»British  government  in  Iran.     The  exportation  of  cotton  is  done  under 
a  Government  monopoly,  largely  through  clearing  or  Darter  agreements. 

.  Annual  consumption  "by  domestic  mills  is  estimated  at  about  69,000 
"bales.    An  additional  46,000  hales  are  usually  consumed  by  individuals 
in  the  making  of  quilts,  carpets,  ropes,  and  other  hand-made  articles. 
About  13,104,000  pounds  of  the  15,429,000  pounds  of  cotton  cloth  im- 
ported in  1939-40  were  obtained  from  Japan,  and  1,150,000  from  Germany. 

Stocks  of  raw  cotton  on  hand  at  the  end  of  August  1941  were 
estimated  at  about  46,000  bales,  of  which  23,000  were  port  stocks,  11,500 
were  in  mills,  and  11,500  bales  in  other  places. 


GREAT  BRITAIN  OFFERS  TO  BUY 
EGYPTIAN  FLAX  CBOP  ... 

The  British  Government  has  offered  to  buy  the  entire  1942  Egyptian 
fiber-flax  crop,  although  a  price  has  not  yet  been  agreed  upon.  Efforts 
to  increase  flax  cultivation  in  Egypt  are  a  part  of  the  Government's 
wartime  agricultural  policy  of  diverting  cotton  acreage  to  other  crops 
more  easily  marketed  under  present  conditions.     The  area  planted  to  flax 
was  increased  from  10,200  acres  in  1939  to  32,800  in  1940,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  this  year's  acreage  (planted  in  October  and  November  and 
harvested  in  April)  will  be  at  least  50,000  acres.     Egyptian  flax  yields 
about  4,000  pounds  of  straw  per  acre. 

Belgium  was  the  principal  export  market  for  Egyptian  flax  until 
the  middle  of  1940,  but  since  that  time  practically  all  exports  have 
been  destined  for  Great  Britain.    Exports  of  flax  (raw,  combed,  and  tow) 
have  gradually  increased  from  2,462,000  pouuds  in  1937  to  2,769,000  in 
1938,  3,784,000  in  1939,  and  5,286,000  in  1940.    Production  was  much 
greater  in  1941  than  in  1940,  but  the  volume  of  exports  has  been  small 
because  of  transportation  difficulties.    Prices  of  Egyptian  flax  fiber, 
f.o.b.  Egyptian  port,  have  fluctuated  around  150  Egyptian  pounds  per 
metric  ton  ($682.15  per  short  ton). 

Reports  received  in  Egypt  from  Great  Britain  indicate  that  the 
fiber  of  Egyptian  flax  is  of  first  quality  and  equal  to  that  grown  in 
northern  Europe.    Climatic  conditions  are  ideal  for  flax  growing  in  the 
northern  delta  Provinces  near  the  Mediterranean  because  of  the  cool, 
humid  breezes  during  the  growing  period,  December  to  March,  and  the  dry 
weather  of  April,  necessary  for  harvesting.    Both  fiber  and  seed  flax 
are  grown  in  Egypt.     The  two  principal  fiber  varieties  are  Normandy 
Nabatat  and  Giza  Purple  (an  Irish  hybrid). 
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TH3  MAGUH1Y  (CABUYA)  FIBZR  B  P3RU  .   .  . 

The  fiber  plant,  maguey,  is  found  in  considerable  quantities  in 
Peru,  according  to  a.  recent  report  from  the  American  Commercia.1  Attache 
at  Lima.     Fibers  such  as  henequen,  sisal,  caroa,  and  guaxima  are  not 
produced  in  commercial  quantities  in  Peru. 

The  plants  from  which  the  Peruvians  extract  the  maguey  fiber  grow 
v/ild  and  are  not  cultivated;  therefore,  there  are  no  trade  or  official 
estimates  for  production.     Small  quantities  of  the  fiber  are  extracted 
and  used  by  the  people  of  Peru  for  twine,  sandals,  and  hammocks,  much  as 
the  natives  of  Ecuador  use  the  fiber  they  call  cabuya.     The  method  of 
obtaining  the  fiber  and  making  it  into  a  product  suitable  for  their 
needs  is  primitive.     The  maguey  yarns  produced  by  them  are  not  made  into 
bags  or  sacks,  and  in  recent  years  none  of  the  fibers  have  been  exported 
as  fiber  or  in  manufactured  form. 

Peru  imposes  a  small  duty  on  imports  of  fibers  and  their 
manufactures,  such  as  hemp,  flax,  ramie,  and  .jute,  but  these  rates  are 
not  considered  as  protective  since  there  is  at  present  no  local  industry 
for  the  manufacture  of  these  fibers. 

Recently,  the  Peruvian  Government  took  steps  to  arouse  interest 
in  hemp  and  imported  some  seed  that  was  distributed  to  the  farmers  of 
Peru.    At  the  time  the  report  was  made  to  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agri- 
cultural delations,  no  other  methods  of  encouraging  the  growth  of  any 
of  the  hard  fibers  had  been  considered. 

Sellable  sources  state  that  the  trade  in  Peru  prefers  .jute  bags 
for  their  cotton,  wheat,  rice,  corn,  sugar,  and  tobacco  crops.  Jute 
bags  are  also  used  for  sacking  guano,  the  important  fertilizer  shipped 
from  Peru.    Because  the  price  of  the  .jute  products  has  increased  on  ac- 
count of  the  depreciation  in  currency,  it  is  said  that  there  appears 
to  be  a  tendency  on  the  part  of  the  trade  to  use,  in  place  of  the  jute 
bags,  bags  made  from  locally  grown  cotton  wherever  it  is  feasible  to  do  so. 

According  to  trade  circles,  the  local  cotton  mills  could  supply  a 
large  proportion  of  the  bag  requirements;  however,  cotton  fabrics  afford' 
better  profits,  and  therefore  the  mills  give  preference  to  such  orders. 
The  annual  production  of  bags  by  Peruvian  cotton  mills  is  estimated  at  4 
million,  with  the  present  demand  greatly  exceeding  the  available  supply. 

Recently,  small  plants  have  been  installed  for  the  collection  of 
maguey  fiber,  but  it  is  not  considered  of  commercial  importance.     It  is 
said  that,  if  the  fiber  was  well  processed  and  an  export  trad.e  in  maguey 
fiber  was  properly  organized,  various  commercial  applications  of  the 
fiber  could  be  found.

ECUADOR  HARVESTS  LARGE  TOBACCO  CEO?  .  .  . 

Tile  1941  tobacco  harvest  in  Ecuador  has  "been  completed  with  soke 
optimism,  as  the  crop  is  reported  larger  than  that  of  last  year  when  ap- 
proximately 4.1  million  pounds  were  produced,  according  to  information 
available  in  the"  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  delations.     The  greatest 
difficulty  experienced ' by  the  growers  of  the  1941  crop  was  the  lack  of 
sufficient  credit  to  cover  harvesting  operations  -  a  fact  said  to  have 
developed  from  a. general  restriction  of  bank  credits  throughout  the 
nation,  occasioned  by  the  conflict  with  Peru.     One  of  the  large  agricul- 
tural companies  of  the  country,  however,  has  been  making  loans  to  the 
smaller  tobacco  growers  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  them  with  this  year's 
harvest.     TTith  the  return  of  peace  to  the  country,  it  is  expected  that 
the  banks  will  again  liberalize  their  credit  facilities  and  that  future 
difficulties  of  this  nature  will  be  eliminated. 

The  tobacco  industry  of  Ecuador  is  under  the  control  of  a  monopoly 
(Direccion  General  de  Estancos)  that  maintains  offices  in  each  of  the 
tobacco-producing  Provinces  and  sets  the  prices  to  be  paid  for  leaf  in 
the  various  growing  districts.     On  Hay  26,  1941,  prices  ranging  from  50 
sucre s  to  195  sucres  per  quintal  (3.3  cents  to  12.8  cents  per  pound)  were 
set  for  the  Extra,  First,  Second,  Third,  and  Fourth  grades  of  the  1941 
crop.     The  highest  prices  are  received  for  tobacco  grown  in  the  Province 
of  Esmeraldas,  and  the  lowest  for  that  grown  in  the  Sierra  Provinces.

Ecuadoran  tobacco  is  grown  both  in  the  coastal  Provinces  and  on 
the  higher  plateaus  of  the  Andes.     The  center  of  the  producing  region, 
however,  is  in  the  coastal  Provinces  of  Guayas,  Manabi,  and  Esmeraldas. 
In  this  area  the  crop  is  planted  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  and 
July;  and  harvested  during  the  period  October  to  December,     leather  con- 
ditions, naturally,  play  an  important  part  in  determining  the  amount  and 
quality  cf  the  harvest. 

The  Monopoly  is  interested  in  improving  the  quality  of  the  crop 
and,  for  that  reason,  its  tobacco  experts  select  and  distribute  seed 
and  supply  information  to  the  growers  concerning  advanced  methods  of 
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cultivation  and  bettor- classification.  oX  leaf^.    The  Monopoly  also  makes 
loans  to  jfeiie— growers  during  the  planting  sea.son  and  assists  in  harvesting 
the  -  crop. 

Statistics  covering  tobacco  production  and  trade  in  Ecuador  over 
a  series  of  years  are  not  available,  but  the  industry  is  almost  self- 
sufficient.     The  types  and  varieties  produced  in  Ecoador  have  not  found 
favor  with  smokers  outside  the  country,  and  the  domestic  requirements 
are  largely  supplied  by  the  local  crop.    American  cigarettes  are,  how- 
ever, being  imported  on  an  increasing  scale,  and  some  flue-cured  leaf 
is  occasionally  imported  from  the  United  States,  and  cigar  tobacco  from 
Cuba,  for  blending  purposes. 


CANADA  SETS  PRICE  EOH  1941 
FLUE-CURED  CROP  .  .  . 

The  minimum  average  price  for  the  1941  flue-cured  tobacco  crop 
of  Ontario  has  finally  been  set  at  22.75  cents  per  pound,  according  to 
information  available  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations. 
This  price  is  2.25  cents  higher  than  that  of  1940.     Sales  in  the  Norfolk 
district  were  scheduled  to  begin  on  December  4  and  in  ,the  Essex  district 
on  December  11,  .1941,  as  compared  with  November  26  and  December  3, 
respectively,  of  last  year.  ■  • ,,  .... 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  65.6  million  pounds  of  flue- 
cured  tobacco  will  be  sold  from  the  1941  crop,  for  which  the  farmers 
will  receive  a  total  sum  of  approximately  15„6  million  dollars.  This 
is  the  second  highest  farm  value  from  any  one  year's  crop  in  the  history 
of  the  industry,  and  the  money  return  per  acre  (based  on  the  minimum 
average  price)  will  set  an  all-time  record  of  about  $318. 


PALESTINE  INCREASES  OUTPUT 
OF  TOBACCO  PRODUCTS  ... 

The  aggregate  output  of  tobacco  products  in  Palestine  in  1940 
amounted  to  approximately  1,797,000  pounds,  according  to  information 
available  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.     This  quan- 
tity is  about  29  percent  greater  than  the  production  of  1939.  Ciga- 
rettes accounted  for  nearly  92  percent  of  the  total  output,  production 
amounting  to  1,643,000  pounds.     Tombac  (tobacco  used  for  smoking  in 
water  pipes)  was  next  with  a  production  of  99,000  pounds,  and  the  re- 
mainder consisted  of  32,000  pounds  of  pipe  tobacco,  18,000  pounds  of 
snuff,  and  5,000  pounds  of  cigars.

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UNITED  STATES  TRADE  IN  iSRIGULTUlAL  PRODUCTS 
JULY- SEP  TEMBEE  1941 

The  first  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  1341-42  closed  with  exports 
of  farm  products  136  percent  higher  in  value  than  a  year  earlier.  More 
significant  is  the  fact  that  they  were  over  7  percent  higher  in  value 
than  the  9-year  pre-war  average,  1930-1933,  for  the  same  quarter.  A 
year  ago  exports  of  farm  products  were  at  extremely  low  levels.     In  the 
July-September  quarter  they  constituted  only  8  percent  of  total  exports. 
In  the  same  quarter  in  1941,  however,  in  spite  of  a  substantial  ri'-e  in 
the  value  of  nonagricultural  exports,  they  accounted  for  16  percent  of 
the  total. 

Imports  also  were  at  levels  far  above  those  of  a  year  ago.  The 
total  increase  of  80  million  dollars  in  all  agricultural  imports,  sup- 
lementary  and  complementary,  can  be  accounted  for  almost  entirely  by 
the  very  large  increases  in  the  valiie  of  rubber  and  wool  imports.  Also 
greatly  increased  were  imports  of  hides,  molasses,  cotton,  bristles,  and 
tea.    Offsetting  these  was  the  steep  decline  in  silk  imports  and  in  im- 
ports of  coffee  in  this  quarter,  the  latter  due  to  the  fact  that  quotas- 
had  been  largely  filled  earlier  in  the  year. 

It  has  become  strikingly  apparent,  in  the  figures  available  for 
the  first  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  that  significant  changes  in  prices, 
both  of  exports  and  of  imports  of  farm  products,,  have  been  developing. 
A  comparison  of  value  figures  for  1941  with  those  for  earlier  years  pre- 
sents a  markedly  different  picture  from  that  seen  in  a  similar  comparison 
of  quantity  indexes.     This  point  is  illustrated  in  the  following  tabulation, 
showing  changes  in  volume  of  foreign  trade,  July- Sept ember  1941  compared 
with  July- September  1940:

Although  increases  in  the  quantity  of  agricultural  products  traded 
have  been  notable,  increases  in  value  have  been  far  in  advance.     Only  m  the 
case  of  sitpplementary  imports  was  the  increase  in  value  not  significantly 
greater  than  that  occurring  in  quantity. 

The  marked  change  in  the  kinds  and  quantities  of  commodities  that 
have  been  exported  in  recent  months  is  plainly  apparent  in  the  trade  data 
for  the  quarter  ended  in  September.     Agricultural  exports  in  the  July- 
September  quarter  of  1938,   the  last  comparable  pre-war  period,  were  at 
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almost  the  same  level  as  in  1941,  totalling  190  million  dollars  as 
against  189  million  in  1941,  ,,A  comparison.. of  the.  principal  commodities 
entering  into  these  totals  in  the  two  periods  follows:

The  less  of  the  markets  in  Europe  that  were  once  large  consumers 
of  United  States  cotton,  tobacco,  fresh  and  canned  fruits,  wheat ,  and 
corn  was  not  greatly  alleviated  in  1941,  although  some  improvement  was 
evident  over  1940.    Regulated  consumption  and  planned  purchasing  in  the 
countries  that  remained  open  to  trade  with  the  United  Spates,  while  per- 
mitting some  recovery  in  these  commodities ,  placed  relatively  heavy 
emphasis  upon  meat,  lard,  dried  fruits,  cheese,  evaporated  milk,  dried 
egg  products,  and  beans.     The  large. increase  in  exports  of  these  products 
is  apparent  from  the  fact  that  in  spite. of .the  low  levels  in  exports  of 
the  principal  commodities,  the  total  value . of .agricultural  exports  in  the 
quarter  ended  September  1941  was  virtually  the  same  as  in  1938. 

Supplementary  imports,  still  dominated  by  wool,  also  show  the 
growing  importance  of  other  raw  materials  necessary  to  the  defense  pro- 
duction program.    Efforts  to  extend  trade  relations  with  Latin  America 
as  well  as  the  growing  dependence  of  the  United  States  on  Latin  America 
for  certain  vital  materials  is  apparent  in  the  imports  not  only  of  wool 
and  hides  but  of  cheese,  casein,  canned  meat,  eggs,  castor  beans,  flax- 
seed, and  dried  beans.     The  striking  decline  in  ft. Ik  imports  to  roughly  on 
fourth  their  normal  volume  acutely  reflects  the  development  since  a  year 
ago  of  the  critical  situation  in  the  Far  East.
